FATHER DAVID GRAHAM SCOTT 

St Ignatius of Antioch Orthodox Church 

T he Lord’s Prayer is simple and 
short. It is common to most 
Christian communities. Former mayor 
of Toronto, Nathan Phillips, himself a 
Jew, said that the Lord's Prayer was a 
good Jewish prayer. And so it is. And it 
has depths that I am still exploring. 

One such depth came to me as I 
was reading Father Lev Gillet’s litde 
book on the Jesus Prayer. Fr. Lev was 
dealing with the Jewish veneration of 
God’s Name as it is reported in Exodus 
3. He mentioned the importance, both 
in ancient and contemporary Jewish 
spirituality, of the “sanctification of the 


name" (kiddush hash-shem). 
Fr. Lev emphasized that the 



of God, have mercy on me, a sinner.” 

In Exodus 3:14 God told Moses 
that his name was “I am,” the 
tetragrammaton, four letters in 
Hebrew. But such was the reverence 
for the name that the word "Lord" 
(Adonai) was pronounced instead. In 
the Hebrew world, “Lord” could and 
often did refer to God. In the New 
Testament world, calling Jesus Lord 
classed him with God. St Paul said that 
no one can affirm that “Jesus is Lord” 
except by the Holy Spirit (1 Corinthians 
12:3). 

The name “Jesus” means “God saves” 
or simply “Saviour.” Fr. Lev mentioned 
that one day St Augustine (died 430) 
came across a text From Habakkuk 
3:18 which the Latin rendered "I will 
rejoice in God my salvation.” But 
Augustine knew that certain other 





Psalm 2 states that the King of 
Israel was God’s begotten son. Peter’s 
confession of faith goes beyond this 
to say that Jesus was the Son of God. 
John 3 calls Jesus God's only-begotten 
Son. The opening words of the Lord’s 
Prayer, "Our Father,” imply that God has 
a Son. God is our Father because we 
are baptized into Jesus Christ his only- 
begotten Son. 

So the Jesus Prayer addresses Jesus as 
Lord, Christ and Son of God. The actual 
request or petition is to have mercy. 
Some manuscripts use the usual word 
for mercy, as in the blind men praying, 
“Son of David, have mercy on us" 
(Matthew 9:27). Some others use the 
word for propitiate, as in the publican’s 
prayer "God, have pity on me a sinner” 
(Luke 18:13 TEV). The Slavonic 
translates this word, “God, purify me.”
